MAJESTY’S POSSESSIONS ABROAD. 

[29M June ^ 1865. 

Whereas Laws have from Time to 
Time been made by the Legislatures 
of divers of Her Majesty^s Posses- 
sions abroad for the Purpose of es- 
tablishing the Validity of certain 
Marriages previously contracted 
therein, but Doubts are entertained 
Avbether such Laws are in all respects 
effectual for the aforesaid Purpose 
beyond the Limits of such Posses- 
sions ; Be it therefore enacted by 
the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Par- 
liament assembled, and by authority 
of the same, as follows : 

1. Every Law made or to be made 
by the Legislature of any such Pos- 
session as aforesaid, lor the Purpose 
of establisiiihg the Validity of any 


, J^arriago or Marriages contracted in 
siiyh Possession shall have, and bo 
deemed to have had from the Date 
of the making of such Law, the same 
JForce and Effect for the Purpose 
aibresaid within all Parts of Her 
Majesty’s Dominions as such Law 
may have had, or may hereafter 
have within the Possession for which 
the saipe was made ; Provided that 
nothing in this Law contained shall 
giye any Effect or A'alidity to any 
Marriage unless at the Time of such 
Marriage both of the Parties thereto 
were, according to the Law of Eng- 
land, competent to contract the 
sam^. 

2. In this Act the Word ‘‘ Legis- 
lature” shall include any authority 
competent to make Laws for any of 
Her Majesty’s Possessions abroad, 
except tile Parliament of the United 
Kingdom and Her Majesty in 
Council. 


AN ACT TO REMOVE DOUBTS 
AS TO THE VALIDITY OF 
COLONIAL LAWS. 

[29/A Junc ^ UC5. 

Whereas Doubts have been cnte!- 
tained respeciiiig the A’^aliditv of 
divers Laws enacted or puiqxTting 
to have been enacted l>y the Legis- 
latures of certain of Her Jlajostys 
Colonies, and respecting tlie Powers 
of such Legislatures, and it is exped- 
ient that sucli Doubts should be re- 
moved : 

Be it hereby enacted by tljo 
Queen^s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and (ominous, in this present J’arlia- 
ment assembled, and by the Author- 
ity of the same, as follows : 

1. The Term “Colony” shall in 
this Act include all of Her Majesty’s 
Possessions abroad in which there 
shall exist a Legislature, as lierein- 
after defined, except the Cliannel 
Islands, tlie Me of Man, and such 
Territories as may for tlie Time 
being bo vested in Her Majesty 
Xinder or by virtue of any Act of 
Parliament for the Government of 
India : 

The terms “ Legislature ” and 
“Colonial Legislature” shall seve- 
rally signify the Authority, other 
than the Imperial Parliament 
or Her Majesty in Council, compe- 
tent to make Laws for any Colony : 

The Term “ Representative Le- 
gislature” shall signify any Colonial 
Legislature which shall comprise a 
Legislative Body of which One Half 
are elected by Inhabitants of the 
Colony ; 

. The Term “ Colonial Law” shall 
include Laws made for any Colony 


I 
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either by such Legislature .as afore- 
said, or by Her Majesty in Council ; 

An Act of Parliament, or any Pro- 
vision thereof, ‘shall, in construing* 
this Act, be said to extend to any 
Colony Avhen it is made applicable 
to such ( olony by the express Words 
or necessary Intendment of any Act 
of Parliament ; 

The Term “ Governor^’ shall mean 
the Officer lawfully administering 
the Government of any Colony ; 

The Term “ Letters PatenP^ shall 
mean Letters Patent under the Great 
Seal of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, 

2. Any Co onial Law which is or 
shall be in any respect repugnant to 
the Provisions of any Act of Parlia- 
ment extending to the Colony to 
Avhich such Law may relate, or re- 
pugnant to any Order or Regulation 
made under Authority of such Act 
ot Parliament, or having in tlie Co- 
lony the Force and Effect of such 
Act, shall be read subject to sucli 
Act^ Order, or Regulation, and shall, 
to tl)e Extent of such. Repugnancy, 
but not otherwise, be and remain 
obsolutely void and inoperative. 

3. No Colonial Law shall be or be 
deemed to have been void or inop- 
erative on the Ground of Repugnancy 
to the L'lW' of Emjlandy unless tlie 
same shall be repugnant to the Pro- 
visions of some such Act of Parlia- 
ment, Order or Regulation as aibre- 
said. 

4. No Colonial Law, passed with 
the Concurrence of or assented to by 
the Governor of any Colony, or to 
be hereafter so passed or assented 
to, shall be or be deemed to have 
l>een void or inoperative by reason 
only of any Instructioi s with refer- 
ence to such Law or the Subject 
thereof Mdiich may have been given 
to such Governor by or on behalf of 
Her Majesty, by any Instrument 
other than the Letters Patent or In- 
strument authorising such Governor 
to concur in passing or to assent to 
Laws for the Peace, Order, and good 
Government of such Colony, even 
though such Instructions rray be re- 
ferred to in such Letters Patent or 
last-mentioned Instrument. 

5. Every Colonial Legislature shall 
have, and be deemed at all Times to 
have had, lull Power within its Ju- 
risdiction to establish Courts of Judi- 
cature, and to abolish and reponsti- 
tute the same, and to alter the 
Constitution thereof, and to make 
Provision for the administration of 
Justice therein ; and every Repre- 
sentative Legislature shall, in respect 
to the Colony undei its Jurisdiction, 


have, and be deemed at all times to 
have had, full Power to make Laws 
respecting the Constitution, Powers, 
and Procedure of such Legislature ; 
provided that such Laws shall have 
been passed in such Manner and 
Form as may from Time to Time be 
required by any Act of Parliament, 
Letters Patent, Order in Council, or 
Colonial Law for tlie Time being in 
force in the said Colony. 


6. The Certificate of the Clerk or 
other proper Officer of a Legislative 
Body in any Colony to the Effect that 
the Document to which it is attached 
is a true Copy of any Colonial Law 
assented to by the Governor of such 
Colony, or of any Bill reserved for 
the Signification of Her Majesty's 
Pleasure by the said Governor, shall 
be prima facie Evidence that the 
Document so certified is a true Copy 
of such Law or Bill, and, as the Case 
may be, that sach Law has been 
duly and properly passed aid ab- 
sented to, or that such Bill \\i\< 
been duly and properly passed 
and presented to the Governor ; 
and any Proclamation purport- 
ing to be publisiied by Authority 
of the Governor in any Ncws[)aper 
in the i olony to which such Law or 
Bill shall relate, and signitying Her 
Majesty^s Disallowance of any such 
t olonial Law, or Her Majesty’s Assent 
to any such reserved Bill as aforesaid, 
j'Inill be pfi na facie Evidence of such 
Disallowance or Assent. 


And whereas Doubts are enter- 
tained respecting the Validity of 
certain Acts enacted or re]>uted to 
be enacted bv the Legislature of 
South Australia : Be it further en- 
acted as follows : 

7. All Laws or reputed Laws en- 
acted or purporting to have been 
enacted by the said Legislature, or 
by Persons or Bodies of Persons for 
the Time being acting as such Legis- 
lature, which have received the 
Assent of Her Majesty in Council, or 
which have received the Assent of 
the Governor of the said Colony in 
the Name and on behalf of Her 
Majesty, shall be and be deemed to 
have been valid and effectual from 
the Date of such Assent for all 
Purposes whatever ; provided that 
nothing herein contained shall be 
deemed to give Effect to any Law or 
reputed Law which has been disal- 
lowed by Her Majesty, or has expired 
or has been lawfully repealed, or to 
prevent the lawful Disallowance or 
Repeal of any Law,
